STATE'S PARM LABOR SURVEY 
iS LAUNCHED. — 


School Children Distribute Ques- 
tlonnaires—Authorities Wish 
to Learn How Much Help 

Farmers Must Have. , 


Kast Lansing, Mich.—How many 
farm hands will be needed by the far- 
mers of Michigan during 1918? This 
ia a question that school children thru- 
out the state are helping Uncle Sam 
find an answer for by distributing 
questionnaries among farmers in their 
home communities. Ina few districts 
the work is already well started, tho 
in most it will not commence until the 
coming week. The job must be fin- 
ished by March 1. ’ 

The work in each of the counties is 
under the general direction of the 
comniissioners of achools, to whom 
the Michigan Agricultural college has 
supplied the necessary questionnaires. 
These questionnaires are sheets of 
Paper upon which farmers are asked, 
among other things, to state the 
amount of help they will need at va- 
tious times during the present year. 
School children will distribute these 
and take them upin the various dis- 
tricts. When the school teachers 
have collected all the questionnaires 
brought in by their pupils, they will 
turn them over to the commissioners, 
who will place them in the hands of 
the county agricultural agents in coun- 
ties where these officials are employed, 
and the agents wlll forward to M. A. 
C. to be used by the federal’farm labor 
commissioner, Where there are no 
agents, the questionnaires will be 
mailed by the commissioners direct to 
the director of extension of the col- 
lege.

Contest. 


“One of the most persistent popular 
belief that the Michigan State Fair is 
year by year striving to overcome is 
that which treats the Fair as an annu- 
al exposition devoted exclusively to 
livestock and farm crops. The origi- 
nal state or county fair, it will be con- 
ceded, was an exposition of this sort, 
but the modern State Fair goes beyond 
the point where well-bred animals and 
farm crops are the sole objects of in- 
terest. In recent years. our Michi- 
gan State Fair has established ali 
sorts of competitive events between 
human beings, and the broad idea be- 
hind these events is to build up a bet- 
ter race of citizens—present and fut- 
ure, For several years we have hada 
Better Babies contest. Thén for the 
yorlug people, we have held all sorts 
of competitive events in which both 
mental and physical skili was requir- 
ed«fthe victors. Ina word, we have 
been striving to make the Michigan 
State Fair a great annual exposition 
that would be a physical and mental 
uplifting force instead of a mere show 
place for the fattest steer or the big- 
geat head of cabbage.”’ 

The forgoing is contained in a state- 
ment just issued by General-Manager 
G. W. Dickinson of the Michigan State 
fair, relative to the third annual Phy- 
sical Culture Body-Building contest 
to be held during the six months prev- 


ious to the opening of the Fair next]. 


August. Continuing as to the details 
of the event, Mr. Dickinson said: 


“The showing made by a vast num- 
ber of our young man when called to 
the National army indicates that phys- 
ical unfitness is moré common among 
the citizens of this country than any 
one supposed. -Although this is the 
third year of our Body-Building con- 
test, [ will confess that [only began to 
become enthusiastic over it when the 
reports began to be published last fall 
relative to the large number of physi- 
cally deficient drafted men. I saw 
then that our Body-Builging contest 
could be turned to practical use ina 
large way, provided, of course, that 
we could get our message across to 
the people who are really in need of 
it.’ *

- Washington—Before a hastily sum- 
moned joint session of congress, Pres. 
ident Wilson, on February 11, drove 
in place what many of his hearers 1e- 
garded as the most powerful wedge yet 
employed to split the Austro-German 
alliance and to separate the people of 


Germany itself from the wmilltary 
masters who rule them. 
Once more the president set in 


place the cornerstones upon which: 


America demands peace of the world | 
shall be rebuilded. The 14 particular-! 
ized terms which he laid down in his. 
address of January 8, he assembled} 
this time under the four following 
principles: 

“First, that each part of the final 
settlement must be based upon “the 
essential justice of that particular 
case and upon such adjustments as’ 
are most likely to bring a settlement 
that will be permanent. 

“Second, that peoples and provinces 
are not to be bartered about from sov-' 
ereignty to sovereignty as if they 


’ were mere chattels and pawns in a‘ 


game, even the great game, now fcr- 
ever discredited, of the balance of 
power; but that, 

“Third, every territorial se:tlement 
involved in this war must be made in 
the interest and for the benerit of the- 
populations concerned, and not as a 


* part of any mere adjustment or con. 


promise of claims rival 
states; and, i 

“Fourth, that all well defined na-: 
tional aspirations shall be accorded 
the utmost satisfaction that can Le 
afforded them without introducing 
new or perpetuating old elemnts of dis- 
cord and antagonism that would be 


likely in time to break the peace of 


amongst 


Europe and consequently of the 
world.” : 

Fight On for Just Peace. | 

“Until such a peace can be se- 


cured,” the president declared to an 
audience which on floor and in gal- 
leries, stood up and cheered, “we have 
no choice but to go on.” 

In face of the toll of the transport 
Tuscania and the announcement that 
Russia has definitely quit and Ukraine 
has signed a separate peace with the 
Central powers, the president told a 
cheering audience that more Ameri- 
ean troops and always more would go 
on to France until a just peace was 
attained. 

“We can never turn back,” he de- 
clared, “from a course chosen upon 
principle, Our resources are in part 
mobilized now and we shall not pause 
until they are mobilized in their en- 
tirety. Our armies are rapidly going 
to the fighting front and will, go more 
and more rapidly. 

Whole Strength in War. 

“Our whole strength will be put: 
‘ste this war of emancipation—eman- ; 
cipation from the threat and attempt. | 
ed mastery of selfish groups of auto-: 
cratic rulers—whatever the difficulties’ 
and present partial delays. We are in- 
domitable in our power of independ.; 
ent action and can in no circum- 
stance consent to live in a world gov.! | 
erned by intrigue and force. 

“The tragical circumstance is.” he! 
declared, “that this one party in Ger-: 
many is apparently willing and able: 
to send millions of men to their death: 
to prevent what all the world now: 
sees to be just.” 

, The reply of Count Czernin, the: 
Austrian premier, to his speech of: 
January 8, the president declared, ; 
had been “uttered in a very friendly i, 
tone.” Czernin, he said, “seems to gee, 
the fundamental elements of peace 
with clear eyes and does not seek to 
obscure them. 

Austria Sees American Aim. 

“Seeing and conceding as he does. 
the essential principles involved and 
the necessity of candidly 
them, he turally feels that Aus-' 
tria can oaks 
peace as expressed by: the 
States with less embarressment than: 
could Germany. He probably would 
have gone much farther had it not 
been for the embarrassments of Aus- 
tria's alliances and of her dependence 
upon Germany.” 


In the speech of Count von Hert. 


ling, the German chancellor, delivered 
January 24, the same day that Czernia 
spoke, the prersident declared he 
could find no such basis of possible 
understandinig with the United States. 
Von Hertllng he described as ‘very 
vague and very confusing.” 

“His discussion and acceptance of! 
our general principles lead him to no 
practical conclusions. He refuses to 
apply them to the substantive ftems 


which must constitute the body of any:

Declaring that “all the awakened na- 
tlons of the world now sit in judg- 
ment” on the issues of the conflict, the 
president referred to the fact the reich 
stag had ftself “accepted the decisions 
of that court” in stipulating in its res- 
olutions that “there shall be no annex- 
ations, no contributions, no punitive 
damages ;" that “peoples are not to be 
handed about from one sovergignty to 
another Uy an international conference 
or an understanding between rivals 
and antagonists;" that “national aspir- 
ations must be respected,” and “peo- 
ples may now be dominated and gov- 
erned only by their consent.” 

The speech was put forward frank- 
ly as another step in that persistent 
propaganda of public discussion which 
President Wilson started at the very 
outset of America’s entry into the con- 
flict. Again it was his purpose to em- 
phasize before the world in general 
and the enemy peoples in particular, 
that the enemies of the German mili- 
tary rulers are battling for the highest 
principles of liberty and freedom. 

“Self-Determination Fact.” 

“ ‘Self-determination’ is not a mere 
‘phrase,” declared the president. “It 
is an imperative principle of action, 
which statesmen will henceforth ignore 
‘at their peril. We cannot have a gen- 
‘eral peace for the asking, or by mere 
‘arrangements of a peace conference. It 
cannot be pieced together out of in- 
dividual understandings between pow- 
erful states. All parties to this war 
must join in the settlement of every 
issue anywhere involved in it.” 

At the very outset of his speech the 
ac- 
credited to Count Czernin that the Aus- 
trian premier had been in communica- 
tion with him privately before delivery 
of his speech or that he, President 
Wilson, had forehand knowledge of 
what the Austrian would say. 

The president did not bid for direct 
exchanges between Washington and 
Vienna. Rather djd he leave the way 
open for Austria to take the path

THAT CAN NOT SINK|” 


THOUSANDS OF AIRTIGHT AND 
WATER-TIGHT CELLS WILL 
KEEP VESSEL AFLOAT. 


SAILS FOR EUROPE THIS WEEK 


Claimed That Even With Great Holes 
: Torn Jn Sides, Ship Would 
Remain On Surface. 


Washington—The first non-sinkable 
seagoing ship, the Lucia, achievement 
of American genius, will load this week 
and leave for Europe. 

She will be without convoy. She 
goes as an open challenge to German 
submarines to prive that she is invul- 
nerable. No test has been made or 
will be made of the efficacy of her mul- 
tiplicity of airtight and water-tight 
cells. 

William F. Donnelly, inventor of the 
non-sinkable construction of the Lucia, 
a marine engineer of New York, will 
have charge of loading of the vessel. 

Although the Lucia is fitted with 12,- 
000 of the water and air-tight cells, 
permanently attached to frames and 
deck beams and other available spaces 
of the deck, about 15 to 20 per cent 
of the cargo space must be packed 
with additional numbers of these buoy- 
ant boxes. 

Mathematical calculations from 
small scale experiments, are considered 
sufficient proof that even with a hole 
40 feet long blown in her side she 
would remain safely afloat, supported 
by the honeycomb of cells. 

Each cell is independent of any oth- 
er for its supporting quality and the 
great number of them, in addition to 
the ordinary safety device of water- 
tight doors and other water-tight com 
partments on every sea-going vessel 
give so great a degree of bouyancy 
that two or three torpedoes would 
not be likely to work havoc enough 
to sink such a ship. 

A vessel, so*smashed and torn by 
torpedoes, with gaping holes below the 
water line could remain on the sur: 
face indefinitely, simply waterlogged 
with no danger to her crew. 

Unless unusually rent open, she 
could proceed to a port, however, slow- 
ly. In any event neither lives or car- 
go would be likely to be lost, for suc- 
coring vessels either could tow her 
to port or salvage at the spot the un- 
damaged part of the cargo. 


LOANS GIVEN WAR FACTORIES 


Over $150,000,000 Advanced to Smal 
Shops By War Credits Board. 


Washington—Approximately $150.- 
000,000 has been advanced to contrac- 
tors on war work by the war credits 
board, the war department announced 
Monday. This includes money for 
clothing, food, equipment, small am- 
munition and similar producton. 

The advances, made under authori- 
ty of congress, have stimulated pro- 
duction of munitions and other ma- 
terfals to their highest possible de- 
gree. In some cases they have pre- 
vented the closing down of plants be- 
cause of inability of contractors to get 
money to meet the payrolls. The law 
permits advances not exceeding 30 
per cent of the coritract price for sup- 
plies, such advafices to be amply se- 
cured, 

The board announces that “when a 
concern that has a contract with the 
war department for supplies, has 
shown that it needs financial assist- 
ance and has been able to comply 
with the act by giving adequate se- 
curity, the board has approved an ad- 
vance payment and the money has 
been received by the contractor with- 
out delay.

hew members enrolled Christmas 
week. 

By divisions, the gains were as fol-

Wreckage Strewn On Irish Coast. 


A mass of swirling wreckage along 
the Irish coast marks the grave of the 
Tuscania, the first American troop 
transport sunk by a German submar- 
ine. 

The ship was sunk by a torpedo on 
the night of February 6. 

First reports indicated that 210 men 
were missing. This number included 
113 American soldiers. The total num- 
ber of men on board, troops and crew, 
was 2,379. 

The Tuscania was a British vessel 
of 14,348 tons gross. She was the 
crack vessel of the Anchor line. under 
charter to the Cunard line. Her ca- 
pacity was 2,500 passengers, but with 
alterations in her accommodations she 
could garry many more troops. 

She has had several encounters with 
submarines, and one occasion rescued 
45 American survivors of a U-boat at- 
tack, 

Battered Bodies Washed Ashore. 


Cable press dispatches saying that 
a large number of bodies of American 
soldiers, battered beyond recognition, 4 
had been washed ashore 15 miles from ' 
the scene of the torpedoing dampened 
hope that the troop losses would 
prove very small. According to fig- 
ures given in earlier press dispatches 
only 101 of those aboard, including 
soldiers, members of the crew and pas- 
sengers, were missing. This had led 
officials to believe that with the heavy 
joss first indicated among the crew 


most American soldiers had been 
saved. 
The report from the Irish port, 


which also said that army identifica- 
tion tags found on the bodies of the 
soldiers washed ashore bore no names 
or numbers, making identification im- 
possible, caused considerable specula- 
tion. Army regulations require identi- 
fication tags bearing name, rank, com- 
pany and regiment of the wearer. 

Although there was no official con- 
firmation of this report and officials 
declined’ to comment, it was pointed 
out that the dispatches said that the 
soldiers had not been assigned to dea. 
nite units, , 


Submarine Not Seen. 


Survivors are agreed that no one 
saw the wake of foam as the torpedo 
came toward the vessel. It was a 
black night and no alarm came from 
any one of the 15 lookouts. The tor- 
pedo struck the Tuscania a vital blow 
amidships, in the boiler room, and 
there was a muffled crash, which told 
every one what had happened. 

Such detallg as have come from 
Europe indicate that the Tuscania 
was torpedoed by a single submarine, 
which stipped under the advance 
screen of destroyers leading the con. 
voy fleet. There is no evidence of an 
attack in force, and the U-boat. prob- 
ably got into the path of the liner 
largely by chance. Sometimes ns 
many as 40 vessels make up 4 con- 
voyed fleet.

The United States sustained its first 
severe blow in the war on Wednesday, 
when the transport Tuscanta, carrying 
American troops to Europe, was tor- 
pedoed off the north Irish coast and 
At the time of 
writing the number of missing, pre- 
sumably dead, is 101. Of these 57 were 
American officers and enlisted men, 
the athers being members of the Brit- 
Ish crew. That the losses were 50 
simall was due to the excellent work 
of the convoying vessels and the time 
the Tuscania remained afloat. 

The fact that such disasters as this 
were expected in the process of trans- 
porting hundreds of thousands of men 
to Europe does not lessen. the shock 
to the nation or mitigate the anguish 
of the relatives of the victims. But 
those relatives have the great consola- 
tion of knewing that their boys met 
their fate bravely and calmly, as Amer- 
jean soldiers should, and that they gave 
their lives for their country and for 


on the fleld of battle. Most of these

POWERS DECLARED TO

|NO FORMAL’ TREATY SIGNED 


Bolaheviki Authority Unquestioned— 


Minor Factlons Favor Con- 
tinuance of Fight. 


Amsterdam~-Russia has declared 
the state of war to be at an end and 
has ordered the demobilization of Rus- 
sian forces on all fronts, aceording to 
a dispatch received here, dated Brest- 
Litovek, Sunday, February 10. ° 

The dispatch follows: 

“The president of the Russian dele- 
gation states that while Russia was 
desisting from signing a formal pegce 
treaty, it declared the state of war to 
be ended with Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Turkey and Bulgaria, simuitan- 
eously giving orders for complete de- 
mobilization of Russian forces on all 
fronts.” 

Take Step to Avoid iInvaston. 

German newspapers dated Sunday, 
February 10, reported “imminent rup- 
ture of Russo-German peace negotia- 
tions” at Brest-Litovsk. 

This may indicate that the bolshevik 
leaders, to save Russia from the threat- 
ened German invasion and in the face 
of what evidently amounted to an ul- 
timatum from the central powers, or- 
dered complete withdrawal of thelr 
country from the war. 

While miner factions favor continu- 
ance of the fight, and may still give the 
Teutonic armies some trouble through 
guerrilla warfare, the bolshevik con- 
trol is so overwhelming that if the 
Amsterdam report is true, Russia ap- 
parently is through as a factor in the 
conflict. 


Bolshevik Authority Unquestioned. 


“Washington—Russia steps formally 
out of the war by act of the bolshekik 
government, which seized the reins of 
power in Petrograd last November, 
and at once opened peaee negotiations 
with the central empires. - 

The authority of this government 
seams virutally unquestioned at pres- 
ent in northern Russia and the Teu- 
tonic powers already have assured the 
cessation of even nominal hostilities 
along virtually all the remainder of 
the original long line in the east by 
signinig a peace with the Ukrainia and 
{soiating Rumanta.

Earned By Roads Last Year—Nation

Washington. — Railroads in 1917 
earned about $958,000,000, which is 
near the amount the government will 
have to pay the roads this year as 
compensation under national opera. 
tion. This was indicated by figures 
on revenues, expenses and incomes of 
all roads earning more than $1,000,000 
last year, which has just become 
available. ; 

The unofficial computations are 
based on Anterstate commerce com- 
mission reports for 11 months and an 
estimate for December.

SCOUTS NEED NOT BE CADETS. 


By agreement between the military 
training cammission of the state of 
New York and the Boy Scouts of 
America, a scouting unit has been or- 
ganized under the state military train- 
ing act, Other states may do this 
also, 

The purpose of the law is to provide 
military training for periods aggre. 
gating not more than three hours a 
week between the Ist of September 
and the 15th of June for boys between 
sixteen and eighteen, inclusive. 

Recognizing the mili@ry and civic 
value of training in scouting and pa- 
trong, the milltary training commis« 
sion has deemed It advisable to estab- 
Nsh a scouting unit, ranking with the 
{ndustrial, farm and military training 
units. 

This unit ts composed of duly reg- 
{stered members of the troops of the 
Boy Scouts of America who rre be- 
tween sixteen and eighteen, foclusive. 

Boys enrolled as members of the 
seouting unit are not required to at- 
tend the drills of the military training 
unit or battalion, but will march tn 
assemblies with the scouting unit.
